Our political system is a little complex, but
in its main outlines it is very intelligible.
The fundamental idea of its partition of
powers ia, that all the external relations of
the States are controlled by the General Gov.
ernment, and their énfernal affairs belong to
the jurisiction of their separate govern-
ments, Their relations with foreign powors
and their mutnal relations with each other,
are regulated exclusively by the central au-
thority, but the preservation of order and
ad;uiniatnllon of justice within the States
belonging exclusively to their several
ments, without Federal int‘runtlonm
at their request en their own independent
judgment of its necessity, This fundamental
principle of the American Union has Lere-
fore been held and asserted by all ounr
political parties as the sheet anchor of the
Constitution, and was very well expressed
by the National Republivan Uonvention whioh
nominated Mr. Lincoln in 1860, in the fol-
lowing language: —

“That the maintenance [owidiate of the righis of
the Btates, anid especially theright of each State to
order and control ita own domestio institutions
scoording to its own Judgmens exeluwively, 1 cssen.
tinl to the balance of F-wen on which the perfec-
tisn and endurance of our poltical fabric depend;
and we demounce the lnwless invasion by armed

forse of the soll of any State or Territory, no matter
under what pretext, a8 the gravest of orimes.”

Wea do not make this quotation from the
Repablican platform for any such &ile pur-
pose as- to exhibit the gross- hypoorisy aund

Stripped of its husk, the bill which has
been agreed on by the Republicans of the
House is intended to acoomplish these two
objects: —

Nor can
any one be so ignorant of the laws, and cf the
history of the country for the eighty-two
vears since the organization of the Fedsral
Government, as not to perceive that thia bill
proposes an innovation which would eh::ﬁe
the character of onur jnstitutions, It breaks
down and obliterates the division and parti.
tion of powers whioch the Constitution esta-
blished, and the legislation of eightg years
has recognized, between the Geneml Govern-
ment and the Governments of the States, A
proposition so umtlirx:}; and revolutionary
would rouse and electrify the country even if
it came in the shape of an amendment to the
Constitution, becanse it would be an amend.
meént that would subvert the fundamental
principles on which the Constitution was esta-
blinhas. It is infinitely more alarming when
proposed as a mere sot of Congress,

that it is “‘a bill to enforce the provisions of
the fourteenth amendment to the Conatitu.-
tion of the United States."
